VBT DDA approves purchase prices 
for two Belleville Road properties

After a closed-door session on Feb. 
28, the Van Buren Township Downtown 
Development Authority approved a counter 
offer to buy two small parcels just north of 
their Placemaking project at 10101 and 
10151 Belleville Road. 

If the agreement comes to fruition, they 
will pay $132,500 each for the two 35’ wide 
parcels, as long as they are unoccupied and 
have no leases and both closings are at the 
same time. 

Before the vote, the DDA passed a motion 
to allow DDA vice chairman and Realtor 
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Carol Bird to abstain from the vote. 

DDA Executive Director Susan Ireland 
said the extra property would allow for 
additional parking and a connection to 
ALDI’s to the north. 

The Placemaking project is to develop a 
destination point for residents and visitors. 

Ireland said they may ask ALDI if they 
can use some of its parking lot in the future 
if they have a big event at their place, the 
former Albert Harris home. 

At its Jan. 24 meeting, the DDA was 
told a developer, who wanted to buy those 
two parcels, said he would put up a store 
of some kind and would like to share the 
DDA’s parking and have a shared driveway 
off Belleville Road. 

Ireland said the DDA had tried to buy the 
two parcels and went as high as $25,000 
each and the owners never called back. She 
said they wanted $400,000 total for the two

VBT seeks to 
obtain DNR 
property on lake

Van Buren Township Supervisor Kevin 
McNamara has his heart set on a township 
“Lake House” at the current 3.02 acres of 
Department of Natural Resources property 
on the lake north of the Belleville Bridge. 

He said the building on the lake would 
fulfill his campaign promise to voters that 
he would make sure everyone had better 
access to the lake. 

On Feb. 6, he held a closed-door session 
with the board of trustees to discuss the 
purchase of real property and then had 
an employee contact the DNR. No public 
announcement was made of their plan. 

A $300 fee is required for the DNR to 
review a request and so that $300 payment 
was on the voucher list to be approved by 
the board on Tuesday, March 7. 

It was information on that odd entry 
for “State of Michigan Land Transaction 
Application Fee” entered for payment 
on Feb. 28 that was the subject of an 
Independent Freedom of Information Act 
request. 

When the Independent publicly asked 
Supervisor McNamara about the land 
transaction at Monday’s board work/study 
session, he explained. 

He said before he was elected he talked to 
many voters. He said Van Buren Township 
was a lake community and few had access 
to the lake. He wanted to build a lake house 
for everyone and, “This board agreed to go 
forward.” 

Trustee Sherry Frazier said fishing will be 
a requirement by the DNR for that parcel

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City Council to move forward with plans for Harbour ne streets 
E aA

At Monday’s regular meeting, the 
Belleville City Council discussed some of 
the details of a proposed street project for 
Harbour Pointe subdivision and decided to 
set up two meetings in April to discuss the 
plans with residents. 

The council is depending on a successful 
special assessment district petition that 
gets 51% of the 94 parcel owners to sign 
so the residents can pay for the $1,825,000 
project. 

Harbour Pointe was built in 1994-95 and 
the streets now are crumbling. A recent 
street assessment showed this subdivision 
has the worst streets in the city, except fora 
short piece of Greylock next to Edgemont 
School. 

DPW Director Rick Rutherford said he 
went into the subdivision and walked the 
streets. He determined 32 catch basins 
will need to be replaced and 175 feet of 
sidewalks as part of the overall project. 
Individual homeowners will not have to 
pay for these sidewalks separately as is 
usually the case in the city. 

Mayor Kerreen Conley said one of the 
questions that has come up hasn’t been 
answered yet. She said they need to know 
if the special assessment district is a lien 
against the property. If it has to be paid 
when the property is sold, no way would 
the residents want that, she said. 

“We’ ve had houses underwater too long,” 
she said. 

City Manager Diana Kollmeyer said 
since there are 94 parcel owners, they 
will need a bigger room than the council 
chambers for the meetings. She asked if 
the Belleville High School Commons was 
a suitable place and the council agreed it 
was, especially since it was so close to the 
subdivision. 

Kollmeyer said she would call the school 
to find out when they can meet there. 

“We have to do it sooner rather than later,” 
Mayor Conley said, noting they will have 
two meetings with the same information 
and if a person has a question after the 
first meeting he can bring it to the second 
meeting. 

Mayor Conley said 51% of the people 
have to want to do it. She asked if a petition 
should be at the meetings and/or if someone 
needs to champion the petition. 

City Manager Kollmeyer said once a 
petition is successful the assessment roll is 
prepared and there are two public hearings 
on that. 

In other business at Monday’s meeting, 
the council: 

e Heard James Wilde of Alan C. Young 
& Associates give a report on the June 30, 
2016 audit. He said the city had an increase 
of 2.5% in revenue and about the same in 


expenditures. The general fund balance 
grew to $1,221,929, more than 50% of the 
general fund expenditures, $2,191,972. 
Each department came in under budget, 
he said. A recommendation, for the second 
year in a row, is to remove any outstanding 
checks that have not been cashed. There 
are some that are several years old. The 
city received an unmodified audit opinion, 
the highest it can get; 

e Held a public hearing on use of the 
approximate $57,000 in 2017 Community 
Development Block Grant funds and then 
approved the grant use; 

e Approved the Belleville Firefighter 
Association’s fourth-annual Fill the Boot 
for Autism drive from noon to 6 p.m. on 
Saturday, April 1, at the corner of Main and 
High streets, rain or shine. Chairman Chris 
Zweng said last year they collected $2,158 
and this year’s goal is $2,500; 

e Approved the Central Business 
Community’s use of Victory Park from 
11 a.m. to 2 p.m. on April 15 for the Flop- 
E-Bunny Candy Hunt. Firemen said they 
will bring the bunny to the park in their 
Hummer and will have a truck at the park 
for children to explore. A police car is also 
expected to be there; 

e Approved the CBC’s use of the Fourth 
Street Square for a Farmers’ Market from 3 
to 8 p.m. on the second and fourth Mondays, 
June through September, in conjunction 
with the “Street Rod Show”; 

e Approved the CBC’s Taste of Belleville 
event with High Street closed at Horizon 
Park from 2 to 9 p.m. on Aug. 17 for the 
Taste of Belleville after the Belleville Bridge 
Walk. CBC president Bill Wolters said last 
year’s Taste was the most successful ever 
with more than 22 servers. He said the 
Rotary’s Ducky Race is also a big success. 
He asked for Aug. 24 to be a rain date and 
the council agreed, even though it was 
pointed out the Music Lakeside concert for 
Aug. 24 already has been approved and the 
band hired; 

e Approved the CBC’s Booville Monster 
Mutt Walk using various locations — 
including Fourth, High, and Main streets -- 
from noon to 2 p.m. Oct. 21. In case there 
is construction at the library site, the walk 
would be relocated; 

e Heard Wolters state the CBC also would 
be participating in the National Strawberry 
Festival, Harvest Festival, and Halloween 
events in the city this year; 

e Approved the city’s 22"'-annual 
Bridgewalk at 5:30 p.m., Thursday, Aug. 
17, in conjunction with the CBC’s Taste of 
Belleville; 

e Approved $128,292.08 in accounts 
payable and the following purchases in 
excess of $500: to Liquiforce, $36,197.87, 
final payment for sewer improvements; 
to TNT Tree Service, $1,900 for tree

removal in the DDA District; to The Fire 
Store, $931 for a training manikin for the 
fire department; and to Cadillac Asphalt, 
$580.75 for cold patch/repair out of the 
General Fund/Sewer budget; and 

e Heard a complaint from Mike Renaud 
about “Sam’s Lake” at the Kassab parking 
lot, which he said is a public nuisance. 


Rutherford said he has been ticketed four 
to six times a year and the most recent two 
Kassab paid $125 on one and pled out on 
the other. Rutherford said some new things 
are in the works as Kassab’s problems 
expand and compound. “We’re working on 
it,” Rutherford said. 


Sumpter board gives 30 days for 
new contract for contract workers

Sumpter Township Clerk Clarence 
Hoffman, Jr., said contracted employees 
are worrying about their jobs and, “We’ve 
been playing around with this for one, two, 
three months,” referring to new contracts. 

At the board’s work/study meeting on 
Feb. 28, Clerk Hoffman said contracted 
personnel in the water, fire, and police 
departments will be getting one percent 
raises like the union employees, so the 
board should just approve their contracts 
for four years at one percent pay increase 
now. He had put the item on the agenda for 
action as Item M. 

But township attorney Rob Young said 
he doesn’t have independent authority on 
what he should put in the contracts and 
he can’t write these contracts until he gets 
information — and he doesn’t have the 
information. 

“Rob has made contracts since 2000,” 


Hoffman said and Young said he actually 
has been doing it for 29 years. 

Trustee Don LaPorte said he couldn’t 
approve contracts that aren’t written. 
Trustee Esther Hurst suggested continuing 
the present contracts until new ones are 
written. 

Trustee Matt Oddy said they should add 
Item N to the agenda that continues the 
present contracts for 30 days. 

“They haven’t been updated in some 
time,” Trustee LaPorte said. “We have to 
dot the i’s and cross the t’s.” 

At the regular meeting, Treasurer Peggy 
Morgan seconded Hoffman’s motion to 
renew all the contracts for four years at the 
same pay increase as the union. 

In a roll-call vote Treasurer Morgan and 
Clerk Hoffman voted yes and Trustees 
Hurst, LaPorte, Oddy, and Don Swinson 
voted no. The motion failed, 4-2.

Supervisor McNamara said Clerk Wright 
has asked for his request for reimbursement 
for his passport to be removed from the 
voucher list. 

Wright is set to attend an international 
clerks’ meeting in Montreal on May 21. 
His airfare to the event is yet to appear on 
a voucher list, but is expected to be around 
$400. He reportedly estimated driving to 
the event would cost $634. 

Prepaid mileage for some of Wright’s 
other conferences totaled $417.30: to 
the Michigan Association of Municipal 
Clerks Institute, March 12-17, the MAMC 
Clerk’s Academy, March 20-23, both in Mt. 
Pleasant, and the MMRMA conference in 
Lansing March 2-3. 

Wright willreimburse VBT for the passport 
and the board will discuss international 
travel and prepaid mileage at an upcoming 
work session and at budget time.

and she felt, “They are more than willing 
to get it off their plate.” 

She said the board believed the DNR 
would require the same amount as it asked 
of the Belleville Area District Library 
when it wanted to build a library on that 
lakeside site. At a library meeting in 2014, 
the library agreed to pay $395,000 to the 
DNR for the property, the same price the 
DNR paid for it when purchased from a 
private property owner. 

Voters subsequently turned down a library 
on the lake. 

“It needs to serve the whole community,” 
said Trustee Paul White, of a proposed 
Lake House property, saying there should 
be lots of picnic tables and shelters on the 
site. 

McNamara said they can do 100-120 
parking spots and it will be a great place 
for family reunions, graduation parties, 
weddings, and other events. 

He pointed to the board and said the 
board members would decide what the site 
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would look like. 

Trustee Frazier said she would like to see 
a nautical theme instead of a utility looking 
building on the site. 

“This building will define our township,” 
McNamara said. 

“It should be named Van Buren Lakeside 
Park or something like that,” said trustee 
White. “I don’t want to see ‘McNamara’ on 
that building.” 

McNamara said that would be confused 
with the airport, referring to the McNamara 
Terminal named for his father. 

“Any decision has to be done in public,” 
said Trustee Reggie Miller. She said the 
township hasn’t filled out paperwork 
and when she found it had, she asked, 
“Shouldn’t that have been done in open 
forum?” 

Trustee White said in the closed session 
there was general agreement to move 
forward. 

“How could we fill out the form without 
a vote?” Trustee Miller asked. 

Matthew Best, deputy director of 
planning and economic development, who 
was knowledgeable about the application, 
said this application to the DNR was not 
for purchase but was for review with a 
required $300 fee. 

When the Independent said that VBT 
Parks and Recreation Director Jennifer 
Wright was the applicant on the State Land 
Transaction Application, Trustee White 
said, “She [the Independent] has more 
information than we do.” 

McNamara confirmed this would be a 
park project. Trustee Miller asked if the 
project would be sent before the Recreation 
Committee for study. McNamara said it 
would. 

“My dream is that within three years 
you’re using it,’ McNamara said of the 
park on the lake.

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Court Watching: 
Judge Parrott sets 


March 10 exam for 
David Radecki

David Arthur Radecki, 38, is scheduled 
for an 8:30 am., Friday, March 10, 
preliminary exam before 34" District Court 
Judge Brian A. Oakley. 

Radecki is facing two felony charges: 
criminal sexual conduct-2™ degree (person 
under 13) and accosting a child for immoral 
purposes. There also are two misdemeanor 
charges: aggravated indecent exposure and 
indecent exposure. 

A Border Patrol Agent and former Boy 
Scout leader, Radecki was arraigned Feb. 
16 by Judge David Parrott. Radecki posted 
bond and was put on a tether. 

He is a former Belleville resident and 
1997 graduate of Belleville High School. 
He most recently resided in Livonia with 
his wife and two daughters. 

Published accounts say Radecki took 
members of his Boy Scout Troop #793 from 
St. Anthony Catholic Church in Belleville 
to the Romulus Recreation Center where 
they used the pool and locker room. 

A 12-year-old boy told his mother 
that Radecki exposed himself and did 
inappropriate touching multiple times on 
Oct. 1, 2016. She contacted the police. 

Romulus Police investigated for several 
months and obtained an arrest warrant on 
Feb. 7. 

On March 1, Radecki was before Judge 
Parrott for his probable cause conference. 
Judge Parrott signed a requested order for 
the defense attorney David Jones to get a 
copy of the victim’s Kids’ Talk DVD. 

Jones said since Wayne County Assistant 
Prosecutor Michelle Jarczewski was 
engaged in a trial, rather than having 
the preliminary exam the following 
Wednesday, as is the usual procedure, they 
agreed on March 10. 

Camera crews from channels 4 and 7 and 
reporters were in the jury box to record the 
session in Judge Parrott’s courtroom on 
March 1. 

Wisam Louis Mansour 

Wisam Louis Mansour, 46, is charged 
with criminal sexual conduct — 1* degree, 
home invasion-1* degree, criminal sexual 
conduct-2™ degree, criminal sexual conduct 
assault, and stalking on Jan. 6 in Van Buren 
Township. 

A translator of American Sign Language 


helped in Judge Parrott’s courtroom to make 
sure Mansour, who is deaf, understood the 
probable cause conference proceedings. 

The preliminary exam was set for 9 a.m. 
March 29. At that court session they will 
need two interpreters since the victim is 
also deaf. 

Defense attorney Loren Dickstein said at 
the March 29 court session he would like to 
have his client separated from the victim, 
maybe with a curtain, so the sign language 
being used by the interpreter to speak to his 
client isn’t interpreted by the victim. 

Judge Parrott assured him, “We’ll 
come up with something.” He said there 
is a projector screen in Judge Oakley’s 
courtroom and maybe that could be used. 

Van Buren Township Detective Ken 
Toney is the officer in charge of the case. 

Mansour posted his $50,000/10% bond 
after Judge Tina Brooks Green reduced it 
on Feb. 22. It originally had been set at 
$75,000/10% and Mansour was lodged in 
the Wayne County Jail. 

Donald Hazel Swinson 

Donald Hazel Swinson, 76, was at court 
for his probable cause conference on 
felony charges of assault with a dangerous 
weapon (felonious assault) and weapons 
felony firearm (using a weapon to commit 
a felony) which is alleged to have occurred 
on Feb. 15 on Harris Road in Sumpter 
Township. 

Judge Parrott announced Swinson’s 
preliminary exam would be at 10 a.m., 
March 15, before Judge Green. Swinson 
had posted his $10,000/10% bond and bond 
was continued. Retained defense attorney 
is Daniel Geherin and officer in charge of 
the case is Sumpter Township Officer Jim 
Cayce. 

Ahmed Abdulk Al-Kumain 

Ahmed Abdulk Al-Kumain, 52, was set 
for his preliminary exam on a charge of 
assault with intent to do great bodily harm 
less than murder on Feb. 7 in VBT. He was 
free on $75,000/10% posted bond. Court- 
appointed attorney David Lankford said 
the prosecutor is unable to proceed, so he 
made a motion to dismiss. 

Judge Parrott explained that this was 
being dismissed without prejudice which 
means it could be refiled in the future. VBT 
Officer Mike Long is the officer in charge 
of the case. 

Eddie Al Dusseau 

Eddie Al Dusseau, 50, waived his 
preliminary exam and was bound over 
to circuit court for an arraignment on the 
information on March 15. He is charged 
with possession of controlled substance - 
narcotics and possession of marijuana, in

the city of Belleville on Nov. 17, 2014. His 
personal bond of $20,000 was continued. 

His retained attorney is Michael Vincent. 
Officer in charge of the case is Belleville 
Cpl. Kris Faull. 

William Dee Montgomery 

William Dee Montgomery, 56, waived his 
preliminary exam on a charge of possession 
of narcotics or cocaine on May 28, 2015 in 
VBT and was bound over to circuit court for 
an arraignment on the information March 
15. He was free after posting $3,000/10% 
bond. His court-appointed defense attorney 
is David Lankford and the officer in charge 
of the case is VBT Detective Donovan 
McCarthy. 

Davvion Bowdick Gray 

Davvion Bowdick Gray was in custody 
for domestic violence and was set for his 
pretrial, but the prosecutor made a motion 
to dismiss without prejudice, which means 
it could be refiled even if the victim doesn’t 
wish to proceed. Gray’s older brother, 
Randy Gray, was the victim and he told 
Judge Parrott he would like to dismiss the 
charges against his brother. 

Judge Parrott did dismiss the domestic 
violence charge, but then processed another 
standing charge against Gray: a March 
7, 2016 charge of driving while license 
suspended in VBT, plus he failed to appear 
in court four times. 

Gray pled guilty and Judge Parrott gave 
him credit for time served and released 
him. He had been incarcerated since Feb. 
10, a total of 20 days. Judge Parrott did 
advise him he would have to pay the $45 
clearance fee to the state to get his license 
back. 

Belleville Officer Jeff Wickham was the 
officer in charge of the domestic violence 
case.

These services are on top of the daily 
education of the student. School districts 
in Michigan are required to provide these 
services to qualified students ages 0 - 26. 
We either provide them directly or, in some 
instances, we contract with another school 
district or agency to provide. 

The vast majority of our special-needs 
students receive all of their services in 
our buildings during the school day. In 
some areas, districts partner up to create a 
classroom (as no one district has enough 
students to provide the special needs of 
that specific population). We send some 
students to neighboring districts to meet 
their needs, while we host a partnership 
program for students that are on the autistic 
spectrum. 

Districts do receive additional funding 
to provide these specialized services to 
students. We receive federal funds (IDEA) 
and local funds (3.5 mills levied by the 
county under Act 18 authority). While 
these funds do not cover all the expenses, 
they help offset the cost of everything that 
goes into providing a quality education to 
our students with disabilities. 

True public education is built upon 
educating all of our students. As public 
educators, we embrace this role and work 
diligently to make sure the needs of all 
students are met. It is important to me that 
we nourish all of our students and parents. 
We should be a supportive entity that works 
together to give each student what he/she 
needs to thrive. 

Ihave been very impressed with the special 
education teachers and paraprofessionals 
that VBPS has educating students. They are 
an amazing group of caring, empathetic, 
and talented educators that push students 
each day to grow and develop.

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Menard set to start site work mid-March, open new store in February

Menard hopes to get started on site work 
on its new home-improvement store in 
mid-March, to get really underway with 
construction in June, and open its new 
store in February 2018. 

Nick Brenner, corporation counsel for 
Menard, Inc., was at the Feb. 22 meeting 
of the Van Buren Township Planning 
Commission to represent the company 
which was seeking renewed approval of 
its plans that had expired since their first 
approval in February 2015. 

Commission chairwoman Carol Thompson 
stated to Brenner, “You’re here not because 
you’re asking for anything new. Your plans 
reached their shelf life and you are here to 
renew everything.” 

Menard had a representative at the 
Feb. 14 VBT Board of Zoning Appeals 
meeting where all its previously granted 
variances were renewed. While the 
planning commission usually waits until 
another meeting to vote on a request, this 
time members approved the special use 
approval at the same meeting and sent it on 
to the township board for final approval. 

It also approved a tree removal permit 
and the final site plan. 

A public hearing was held on the request 
for approval of a retail building with outside 
storage of supplies. This is a special land 
use in the C-2 district and requires a public 
hearing. 

The woman who owns the residence at 
1001 Endicott, to the west of the site, spoke 
to support the project. She said Menard’s 
pond will be in her backyard and they have 
been more than accommodating.

“I am in support of their building,” she 
said. “They have been willing to work with 
our community.” 

There was no other public comment. 

Brenner said the project is on 24.08 acres 
and contains 162,340 square feet of heated 
building and 200 square feet of unheated. 
It will be red brick with tan blocks and a 
lumberyard. 

“This is the most landscaping of any 
Menard in existence,’ Brenner said. He 
said this was a buffer to keep noise down 
for the residents. He said the warehouse 
was cut from the 53,000 square feet, in the 
original plan, to 46,000 square feet in this 
plan. 

Brenner showed pictures of the Moline 
and O’Fallen, IL stores that showed little 
landscaping although they were next to 
residential areas. 

Ron Akers, director of planning and 
economic development, said Menard has 
been in discussion with the township to 
construct a store in the Belleville Road 
corridor since before 2012. 

It most recently obtained final site plan 
approval from the planning commission 
in June of 2015 and decided early in 2016 
that it would postpone store construction 
nationally in order to reevaluate the 
economic condition after the presidential 
election. 

In late 2016, Menard indicated it would 
resume the construction of the VBT store, 
which would be located immediately north 
of Walmart on Belleville Road. 

In other business at the Feb. 22 meeting, 
the commission: 

e Approved temporary land use for 
Phantom of Michigan to sell fireworks 
from 10 a.m. to 10 p.m., for dates in June 
and July at the Lakewood Shopping Plaza, 
2095 Rawsonville Road, for longer than 
the seven consecutive days allowed in the 
ordinance; and 

e Approved an amendment to the approved 
Country Walk site plan for revised single- 
family architectural elevations for Allen 
Edwin Homes. The unfinished Country 
Walk subdivision, on the east side of 
Martinsville Road, north of Savage Road, 
is the subject of the request. Akers said 
there are 536 units in the subdivision

League of Women Voters celebrates 
first year of tri-community services

About two dozen people attended the Feb. 
23 meeting of the Belleville geographical 
unit of the League of Women Voters held 
at Trinity Episcopal Church in Van Buren 
Township. The meeting marked the one- 
year anniversary of the local unit. 

The local LWV group is under the 
Northwest Wayne County unit, based in 
Livonia. The Belleville-area group will be 
under the wing of its mentors until it learns 
the ropes and is able to go out on its own. 

Presiding at the meeting was Angela 
Ryan, president of the Livonia group, who 
said the LWV is a strictly non-partisan 
group. 

The LWV put on candidate forums for 
Van Buren and Sumpter townships in 
2016 and Barbara Miller said the forums 
were excellent and the Belleville group is 
learning the LWV way of doing forums. 

Virginia Belinski told of voter registration 
events in which she has taken part, 
including two temples in Canton, one at 
Schoolcraft College, and one at Wayne 
County Community College. 

In other reports at the meeting of 2017 
LWV activities: 

e Donna Gilkey-Lavin and Belinski told of 
their positive experiences at the Women’s 
March in Washington, D.C., the day after 
the Presidential Inauguration. Lavin acted 
out her steps in a lengthy report on why 
she decided to go to the march and being 
on a bus for 12 hours with 52 ladies she 
didn’t know and finally being behind the 
stage and not seeing a thing. Belinski said 
she heard of the march within a few days 
of the election and decided, “I’m going.” 
She and her sister attended (and were in 
front of the stage) and will be taking part in 
other demonstrations. They told of ongoing 
organizing on the internet for more events. 

e Rachel Rion said she was in Wayne for 
the Women’s March and there were 4,000 
people there and 11,000 in Ann Arbor. She 
said there are plans for the Ides of Trump 
on March 15 to inundate the President with 
postcards demanding he release his taxes. 

e Paula Bowman and Barbara Miller 
reported on the brochure “They Represent 
You” being put together for the tri- 
community. It is a work in progress to give 
voters easy access to information on their 
elected officials. 

e Bowman and Belinski reported on the 
Government Finance Study underway by 
the state LWV. A consensus meeting for the 
Livonia group was set for Feb. 25. 

e Miller and Ryan reported on election 


monitoring for condos/co-ops that is being 
done in Wayne by the local LWV, which 
is being paid for doing it. The Belleville 
group is looking into doing this locally as 
a fund raiser. 

e Sherry Frazier reported on a relationship 
with WCCC. They are asking the college 
to have booths set up at the beginning of 
classes so they can register voters. Frazier 
then went on to say, “It makes me swell 
with pride that these women went to 
Washington in a democracy where people 
are participating ... We need to make 
democracy work.” When it was pointed 
out Millennials refuse to register or to vote, 
Ryan suggested they get the Millennials 
involved in local questions first. 

e Miller pointed out VBT Clerk Leon 
Wright is doing voter registration at 
Belleville High School and setting up 
voting machines for the student council 
elections. 

e Miller suggested a Voters Hall of Fame 
be set up. She passed out information on 
the Pennsylvania Voters Hall of Fame 
that honors those who have voted in 
every November election for at least 50 
consecutive years. She said the local group 
could start with honoring voters in one 
community to get it started here. 

e Ryan and Miller talked about fund 
raising, since the local group will have to 
be on its own and raise its own funds. They 
suggested auctions and donations. 

e Bowman, who is chairwoman of the 
state LWV convention May 19-21, at 
the Kellogg Center in Lansing, said the 
Livonia group is able to send and pay for 
five delegates and some from Belleville 
could be included. 

e Miller said that Suffrage started in 1920 
and will be celebrating its 100" anniversary 
within a few years. She suggested members 
start reading up on Women’s Suffrage so 
they will be knowledgeable on the subject.

Correction: VBT 2016 
salary entry on Carrie 
Traster was incorrect 


On the front page of the Jan. 26 issue 
of the Independent, we published the 2016 
police wages for Van Buren Township. 
Included in the list was Carrie A. Traster, 
which listed $52,809.12 as salary, 
$30,327.43 as benefits and $83,136.55 as 
total compensation. 

Officer Traster, who was injured in an 
on-duty accident in September 2014, said 
the pay listed in the paper was inaccurate 
and she didn’t get any insurance beyond 
September 2016 because that’s when the 
township dropped her insurance and all her 
other benefits. 

VBT Deputy Clerk Joanne Montgomery 
provided the following statement: 

“Recent upgrades in accounting 
software mistakenly included workman’s 
compensation wages in the reporting of 
Ms. Traster’s overall wages.
